President Truman yesterday asked an 
immediate tax increase of $10,000,000,000. 
He is expected to request. $6,500,000,000 
more in a later message. 

More taxes, of course, are going to be 
needed if the country is to.yearm to meet 
Commuuist aggr@ssion. Moreover, defense 
must, for the sake of maintaining a stable 
economy, be placed on a pay-as-we-go 
basis. That would hold down inflation 
and enable us to get off on an even keel 
when peace is restored. 


There is no objection to higher taxes 


for defense purposes. But in his State of 
the Union address several weeks ago the 
President emphatically declared the Gov- 
ernment “must practice rigid economy in 
its nondefense activities. Many of the 
things we would normally do must be cur- 
tailed or postponed.” That statement gave 
hope Mr. Truman would insist upon the 
most rigid economy in nonmilitary spend- 
ing and that he would do everything pos- 
sible to achieve greater efficiency in Gov- 
ernment. That has not been done. The 
nonmilitary spending proposed in the 
President’s budget for the fiscal year be- 


ginning next July 1 is larger than that for 


the current year. The Government is 
adding employees at a rate of about 50,000 
a month. The ratio of civilian employees in 
the Defense Department to armed forces 
in the field is more than double what it 
was in World War II. :

The program which produced such fine 
beef is the editorial. We can graze the 
year around and turn out good beef. But 
we can produce choice beef to match that 
from the feeder lots of the Midwest, too. 
The Johnsons give their calves a limited 
amount of grain on pasture after weaning. 
They then go on straight pasture. In the 
last 50 days before sale the cattle are 
grain fed in a dry lot. This is compared 
with several months of stall feeding in 
the Midwest to “finish out” beef. With 
Georgia’s increase in corn through hybrids 
and in small grains, too, this sort of. pro- 
gram is possible. 

The Johnsons say good beef “can be pro- 
duced very economically by having good 
year-round grazing and adding a small 
amount of grain.”

Foreign economic aid, as distinguished 
from military assistance, probably could 
be cut without effect upon the economies 
of the respective countries. Most of them 
are going full steam ahead under rearma- 
ment orders anyway. 

Social welfare spending should be cur- 
tailed as much as previous commitments 
will allow. And no new ones should be 
made. 

The President’s recommended budget 
for the next fiscal year totals almost $10,- 
000,000,000 for domestic and civilian pur- 
poses. Only about $8,400,000,000 will be 
spent for those purposes this year. That 
would indicate considerable room for cuts. 

It is impossible, of course, to. cut non- 
military spending so that no further tax 
increase will be necessary. It will be. 
But the Congress ought to insist upon 


elimination of all unnecessary expendi-. 


tures, as well as efficient utilization of 
Government manpower, before determin- 
ing the amount of the increase. The public 
does not object to. paying taxes until it 
hurts, as has become the favorite Wash- 
ington phrase, but the people have a right 
to demand that the Government itself also 
make some sacrifices.

But to 
have done-so would have been the equiva- 
lent of serving notice the UN had no inten- 
tion of becoming a really effective instru- 
ment for peace. It would have been to 
say the UN would punish the weak but 
forgive the strong. It would have been 
relegated to a secondany place in world 
affairs. | 

The way for negotiation to end the Ko- 
rean War is not barred by the resolution. 
Rather, it is improved. 

But the UN has kept its own self- 
respect, and increased the respect of others, 
by pointedly saying aggression is aggres- 


sion even though committed by a powerful 


nation with powerful friends.

For More Doctors 


In Rural Areas 


The Georgia House Monday passed a 
proposal for a constitutional amendment 
which, if approved by the Senate, the Gov- 
ernor and the people, will go far toward 
alleviating the acute shortage of doctors in 
rural areas of the State. 

Patterned after a plan that has been 
highly successful in Mississippi, the pro- 
posed amendment provides for scholarship 
loans by a State Authority to medical stu- 
dents. As mu@h as $5,000 would be pro- 
vided for the four years of medical school. 
For each, year the young physician prac- 
tices in a-rural area after graduation he 
would be given credit for one-fourth of 


the loan. He could, in this manner, repay 


the entire loan in four years simply by 
practicing his profession in a rural area. 

We hope the Senate will approve the 
scholarship idea, and if the House vote of 
143 to 3 is any criterion of legislative feel- 
ing it will do so. The Governor already 
has indorsed it, as has the Georgia Medical 
Association. The people are almost sure 
to approve it. 

It is something Georgia long has needed.

The Newnan Congressman, one of the leading Democratic fig- 

ures on the important committee, said Mr. Truman greatly im- 

pressed the group with his thorough familiarity with the intricate 


' tax subject. He describéd the President’s presentation as “the most 


earnest and complete I have ever heard him make.” Moreover, he 
said it was “fone of the most reasonable tax proposals that has ever 
been made,” considering the state of the national emergency with 
which we are confronted. 

“What the President is proposing to Congress in the way of 
new revenues needed to finance our heavy rearmament program,” 


yaid Mr. Camp, “makes sense. The public will find it very sound 


and very sane. If we follow what he recommends it will be to the 
best interests of the country.” 

It was the first time in years that a President has invited the 
entire membership of the tax-writing Ways and Means Committee 
to the White House for a conference—Democrats and Republicans 
alike. Usually only a limited few are invited to attend such con- 
ferences, and these confined to the ranking members of the group. 
Mr. Camp saw in this a splendid gesture on the part of the Presi- 
dent‘ that is designed to give nonpartisan consideration to. vital

Give and Take take session with the Committee. Being an 
old hand at Congressional conferences, gained from his ten years’ 
service in the Senate, Mr. Truman, he said, took the Republican 
members on in a free exchange of views. When some critical 
member of the Committee suggested that the Administration was 
not putting sufficient emphasis on the reduction of civilian ex- 
penditures of the Government, the President, Camp disclosed, laid 
down his challenge about Congress reducing non-military expenses 
by $1,300,000,000. It was a surprise the Committee had not an- 
ticipated. 

Mr. Truman is then said to have read the record on Congres- 
sional appropriations at the last session, reminding those in the 
group that he had asked for greater cuts than had been voted. 
Good-naturedly but firmly, he told the Committee that Congress 
had been talking too much about economy in Government ex- 
penditures without cutting enough. 

Representative Camp’s own appraisal of the President's tax 
program is that the business people of the country want it as a 
means of stopping inflation and keeping our finances on an even 
keel. He pledged his full support to the proposals. The Georgia 
Congressman ‘has a reputation of being one of the most solid 
members of the Committee and his influence is expected to go a 
long ways in giving the country a sound tax policy.

For the Record 


The Editors: In reply to the Attorney Gen- 
eral’s denial that he nor any member of his staff 
participated in drafting the original highway 
bill: - 

Mr. Cook, members of his staff, and Mr. Roy 
Harris are the only lawyers that I have ever con- 
sulted or discussed my highway reform bill with. 
I went to Mr. Cook on many occasions in my 
highway reform fight and requested his help in 
putting my ideas in legal] form and language, 
and at no time did he fail to co-operate and 
assist me, nor did he tell me that any part of 
the bill was complicated, unworkable, illegal or 
unconstitutional. 

Mr. Cook went with me to Mr. Claud Shaw’s 
(then Assistant Attorney General, now Judge 
Shaw) office and requested him to draft the bill 
in legal form and language, which he did and 
had a stenographer type the bill, with several 
copies, which he turned over to me. 

I introduced my highway bill at the 1949 
session, which was defeated by a substitute bill 
offered by Sen. Pilcher. In September, 1949, I 
took the original bill to Mr. Cook and asked him 
if it could be reworded so that I could re- 
introduce it as a new bill at the 1950 session, 
and here is his reply in a letter dated Sept. 14, 
1949. (Quote) “After a thorough study of your 
highway bill, I have reached the conclusion that 
there is no way in which it could be redrafted 
for introduction as new matter without destroy- 
ing its purpose. It is my belief that it would be 
possible for you to obtain the support of two 
thirds of the members of the Senate, which 
would enable you to introduce your bill as it 
now stands.” (End of quote) I did not attempt 
to introduce the bill at the 1950 session. 

In January, 1950, I went to Mr. Cook’s office 
and asked him to assist me in drafting 13 amend- 
ments to the Governor’s highway bill which was 
pending in the Senate at the time. He sent for 
Mr. Edwards, a member of his staff, and ex- 
plained what I wanted and how to do it. He 
requested him to draft the amendments, all of 
Which were taken from the original bill of which 
Mr. Cook had made a thorough study. Mr. Ed- 
wards drafted the amendments and delivered 
them to me, 12 of which were passed by the 
highway committee unanimously and one by a 
three-to-one majority. 

The opposition then offered to conmipromise 
by adding Section VIII and other sections of 
my original bill, all of which Mr. Cook had made 
a thorough study, to the Pilcher substitute. Sec-

tion VIII has been repealed in its entirety and 
other sections sabotaged by the present Legis- 
lature. 


Why didn’t Mr. Cook, after making a thor- 
ough study of the bill, tell me the bill was com- 
plicated, unworkable, illegal and unconstitutional 
and save the State the expense of fighting it 
through two sessions of the General Assembly? 

Any man with common sense and a high 
school education can administer the provisions of 
the bill if he wants to. There has been no effort 
or attempt to put the law in force by the present 
Highway Board or the Governor. They have the 
political monstrosity they wanted and the people 
will have to beg and sell their independence for 
what they get.

About these there seems to be a con- 
spiracy of silence in our best circles. ® Statistics 
show that most of us customarily drink intoxi- 
cating beverages. Also, most of us drive high- 
powered automobiles. 

The most dangerous driver is not the drunk 
driver, but the one more or less “under the influ- 
ence.” That is the term the law ubes and the 
courts hold that any degree of “influence” which 
renders one less skillful in d@perating his ca 
constitutes guilt. 

The remedy lies in an awakened social con- 
science and a correction of our social conduct. 
The carnage on our streets and highways will 
continue so long as we are willing to pay the 
price in blood and treasure—and tears.

country from the Korea war 


“IT have seen the need for many 
more Army. nurses to care for our 
wounded in Korea,” she said. 


Capt. Robertson spoke to a ban- 
quet meeting of the Georgia State 
Nurses’ Association and the Fifth 
District Nurses’ Association cele- 
brating the 50th anniversary of 
the Army Nurse Corps, at the 
Capital City Club. She returned 
from Korea two weeks ago to par- 
ticipate in the Army nurse re- 
cruit drive to enlist nurses into 
the Army Nurse Corps . 


She told her audience of the 
hardships that Army nurses un- 
dergo in the Korean campaign and 
of the treatment of patients after 
first setting up hospitals in Pusan, 
where she landed with American 
troops last July. : 

“At first there were few pati- 
ents,” she said, 
began coming. We stopped only 
long enough to eat. . They came 
by every conceivable method—by 
truck, plane, helicopter,. ambu-

This compares with’ 
an increase of 24.7 percent for the 
25 leading cities of the country. 

The volume of bank clearings 
in Atlanta for the past week 
totalled $268,600,000, 
with $212,000,000 for the same 
week of last year. However, in 
conformity with a general trend 
throughout the United States, the 
volume for the week ended Jan. 
31 last represented a decline from 
the $280,200,000 figure reported 
for the week ended Jan. 24 last. 
Economists indicate that the 
reason for this declining trend lies 
in the fact that “scare” buying of 
civilian goods is beginning to lose 
its force. 

The Federal Reserve Board, 
Washington, noted the same trend 
in volume of buying at department 
stores for the week ended Jan. 27. 
Though the national average was 
that week 25 percent ahead of the 
corresponding week of 1950, the 
average for the previous four 
weeks had run 32 percent more 
than the corresponding period of 
1950. The Federal Reserve Bank 
of Atlanta reported that during 
the week ended last Jan. 24 the. 
‘volume of department store sales 
was 24 percent ahead of the same 
week of last year. 

Af the same time, the Bureau of
